istalsis, a forbidding1 name, perhaps, but a jolly good 
thing for health. 
Once the swallowing impulses

come and this impulse is normally irresistible, all 
further manipulation of the food morsel is by per- 
istalsis, going down or coming up. 


The normal direction of the peristaltic propul- 


sive movement is downward, but often the mech- 
anism of paristalsis is reversed, and that's not so 
good. For instance, "heartburn" is commonly due 
to the regurgitation of the normally acid chyme 
(food in process of digestion in the stomach) into 
the lower portion of the esophagus or gullet. An- 
other common instance of reversed peristalsis is a 
"dark brown taste" and'a furred tongue on rising 
in the morning. Probably in the unhappy throes of 
mal der mer, known to the trade as sea-sickness, 
reversed persistalsis is a ruling factor and not just 
a spectacular feature. 


As already mentioned, peristalsis is controlled 


by the autonomic or unconscious portion of the ner- 
vous system. This is not governed by the will or 
mind, but it is readily influenced by temperament, 
emotion and the subconscious impulses. Like all 
delicate, complicated machinery, the eating muscle 
has not only starting but inhibiting or braking 
equipment, al automatically controlled. One of the 
principle objections to the practice of resorting to 
cathartics or physic is that jthese unnatural in- 
fluences tend to disarrange the delicate balance 
of action in and inhibition and thus product a 
fault worse than the mere retarding of bouel move- 
ment in the first place. The layman indulging a 
craving for laxatives is like a mischievous child 
playing with the starting or braking mechanism of 
an automobile. 


The eating muscle rarely fails to acauit itsolf 


with satisfaction if not subjected to unwise inter- 
ference.

To begin -with, doctors do not pre- 


tend to be infallible. They may be 
convinced that a particular case will 
result fatally for the patient in 
fix 


months, a year, or longer. Yet there 
are two things to reckon -with: one 
being the possibility in the interim 
of the discovery of something that 
will cure that specific 
disease; the 


other, that invisible 
something that 


for want of a, technical name we call 
'divine grace.' * 


Haven't we all known 
of cases 


where the doctors had given up hope, 
and at the gates of death a. reprieve 
:iad come for the patient that baffled 
alt scientific accounting? 


Aside from this Dr. Collins makes 
he point that 
telling often 
takes 


away the chief means of recovery, if 
the patient learns that he is prac- 
tically a doomer man. The element 
of fear enters in and he is unable to 
combat the disease from sheer 
lack 


of courage, as he might do if the doc- 
tor's real opinion was not expressed

HELD UP AS CHIEF 
WORK OF TEACHERS 


Rohan Tells Mentors It Is 


School's Duty to Lead Chil- 
dren to Self Realization 


Life guidance should bo the aim of 


all teachers, was tho theme of the 
talk given by Ben J. Rohan, superin- 
tendent of school.", to teachers of the 
Applcton public schools at a general 
meeting 
Monday 
morning which 


marked the opening of the fall term. 
Every teacher employed in-the schools 
was present at the session. 


It is the school's duty to lead the 


child to self realisation, he maintained. 
"We must so adjust our school activi- 
ties that they will help each child dis- 
cover his own strength and weakness- 
es, mentally, spiritually and physical- 
ly. When this is done it is the school's 
duty to build according to the ma- 
terials at hand. Gold would be poor 
material for horse shoes. Iron is of 
little value as jewclery. 
Diamonds 


would make poor foundations stones. 
Each of these is put to the use for 
which it is best adopted. 
Science 


has made it so. "We, in school, must 
bring that scientific attitude to work 
in our classes so that we may build 
according to the natural plan. "When 
we have finished building we must 
help youth make a happy and intel- 
ligent" 
transfer from school life to 


civilian life. 


"And 
because life is so varied and 


complex and because the technique of 
finding and developing has not been 
worked put, the task is hard. Yet 
we must conscientiously aim at it. We 
must shape our work to this end from 
the kindergarten 
through the 
high 


school. 
"As a race we produce a considerable 


percentage of persons in each genera- 
tion who have the intellectual and 
moral qualities for the moral and in- 
tellectual inspiration of others-for the 
organization 
and administration of 


our gigantic economic and intellectual 
machinery and for invention and crea- 
tion. I believe that we lose a large 
portion of those who would join these 
ranks because we fail to find them, to 
train them rightly, to create character 
in them, and to inspi- _• them to effort. 
Our teachers are necessarily the army 
of inspectors in our nation who must 
find these individuals and'trho must 
stimulate them forward. 


"Guidance, then, properly conceived 


and administered, should mediate be- 
twen the child and the -world of op- 
portunity around him. It should take 
him by the hand and lead him along 
those paths of self realization anci so- 
cial service to which he is best adapted 
by reason of his mental, moral and 
social and physical endowment. In 
the performance of this 
task the 


guidance movement in the 
public 


schools must take advantage of the 
proved results of scientific research, 
of the best of material equipment and 
of the most highly trained .workers 
that an awakened and generous public 
can be persuaded to provide.

SAVE ALL SEED CORN 
POSSIBLE THIS YEAR, 
FARMERS ME URGED 


Early Light Frosts Indicate 


That Large Portion of Crop 
Won't Ripen 


Racine—(A>1— Warning to farmers 


of the state that several light frosts 
over the state predicted possibly ear- 
ly wintry weather with corn frost- 
bitten before It is completely ready 
for the final touches of fall and con- 
sequent loss of seed corn, was sound- 
ed late last week by a Wisconsin farm 
publication. 


The magazine said that its field 


agents had found few fields In Wis- 
consin that gave promise- of maturing 
good seed corn and stressed the im- 
portance of this crop 


"Wisconsin is n great corn grow- 


ing state," the agricultural magazine 
said. "Most of the corp is not grown 
for the grain, the bulk of the acreage 
being cut and stored in the silog that 
are to be found on nearly every farm 
where dairying is tho chief source of 
revenue. Probably this is ths reason 
why farmers of Wisconsin are able to 
market their corn crop at a higher 
average than do the farmers of some 
other states." 


The item then says that farmers in 


the so-called corn states and some 
manufacturers of 
cornhandllng 


chinery do not consider Wisconsin a 
primary corn state or arc not ac- 
quainted with the fundamental part 
that corn takes on the dairy farms 
cf the state. It declares that Wiscon- 
sin farmers could no more do with- 
out seed corn for their 1928 corn crop 
than Xorth Dakota farmers could do 
without seed wheat 
for their next 


year's grain crop. 


SAVE ALL SEED 


"Should the season be unusually 


late- no doubt many of the fields will 
mature," the magazine says, but it 
then gives the warning that this con- 
dition may not exist, and says: 


"It appears that it would be good 


business on the part of those having 
early corn for them to save all the 
seed they can store where it will dry 
properly. 
Some 
years ago we re- 


member a year similar to this one. 
That year it was not an uncommon 
sight to see the farmers of a neigh- 
borhood all out in a field of ripe corn 
selecting their seed for the next sea- 
son. 
In that way one field of mature 


corn supplied seed for quite a. large 
territory. The farmers of that local- 
ity the 
next year had their field

whereas in an adjoining 
neighbor- 


hood, southern corn was shipped in 
and those farmers suffered two years 
of total or partial loss of crop. 


"Where this can be done it will be 


well worth the while of those enter- 
ing the project. It will at least as- 
sure Wisconsin of enough corn that 
has been grown to fill a big part of 
the silos of the state next year and 
if that is done tho dairy herds can be 
fed that all-impcrtant winter feed."

London loses one of her oldest

jostoftice guide arc broad principles, 
tnd it is impracticable to give precise 
•ndications to cover all types of par- 
cels, 
rs'everthless.

indications 


are found in practice to be valuable 
in the case of many cliims by" the 
public in respect to paiccls held by 
the postoffice 
to ha\e been 
inade-

"For instance, it is found 
in the 


case fo litrht and bulky articles liable 
to damage by pressure, such a-; cer- 
tain kinds of hats, that no container 
of considerable size is sufficient^ i.c- 
id other than a stout wooden bo\ of 
sood quality. E\en three ply bo\es 
are generally 
inadequate and cor- 


rugated pasteboard and fibre board 
containers, unless of especially 
good

In the case ot glass, the department 


said that wooden or metal boxes'were 
generally necessary 
"but compensa- 


lon would not necessarily be refused 
in the case of other packing. For in- 
stance, if a small article of glass were 
packed in a large quantity of 
soft 


packing material around all its parts 
•n a very strong millboard box. it is 
probable that compensation \\ould be 
paid 
In the case of a fragile article 


particular attention is necessary to 
the internal packing of the parcel. 
The packing materials may be suffi- 
cient in quantity and qaulity but the 
article is nevertheless inadequately 
packed if between any portion of it 
and the sides of the receptacels there 
is an insufficient depth of packing ma- 
terial to absorb una%oidable concus- 
sion. So far as is possible all these 
oomts are taken ^nto consideration 
when a claim is made , for damage 
done to a parcel receded 
from 


abroad." 
Postal employes were cautioned to 


exercise extreme care in accepting 
insured parcels, both international
